Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  my  Report  on  the  health  and  sanitary  conditions  of 
the  Northern  Division  of  the  District  for  the  year  ending  December  31st, 
1920. 

The  Division  consists  of  18  Townships,  having  at  the  Census  of  1911 
a  population  of  3,533,  and  an  area  of  37,528  acres. 

The  Geological  formation  of  the  District  is  mill  stone  grit,  it  is  charac¬ 
terised  by  the  high  hills  and  moors  above,  there  are  two  rivers  running 
through  it,  from  West  to  East,  the  Wharfe,  and  from  North  to  South  the 
Washburn  which  enters  the  Wharfe  at  Leathley. 

The  district  is  mainly  agricultural,  with  the  exceptions  of  Pool  and 
Middleton  which  are  residential,  and  where  the  increase  cf  population  is 
likely  to  occur.  The  inhabitants  are  mainly  engaged  in  agriculture,  a 
minority  being  employe^  in  the  workshops  of  neighbouring  towns. 

The  estimated  population  for  1920  is  3,656,  the  actual  population  will 
be  determined  by  the  Census  in  April  of  this  year. 

Rainfall,  38.25  cubic  inches. 

Deaths. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  occurring  in  the  district  were  37,  of  these 
25  were  males  and  12  females.  Four  of  the  deaths,  3  males  and  one  female, 
died  at  Middleton  Sanatorium  and  ordinarily  resided  outside  this  district, 
also  one  male  child,  a  native  of  Ilkley,  was  accidentally  drowned  at  Middle- 
ton,  and  1  male  resident  of  Burley  was  found  drowned  at  Askwith,  leaving 
31  deaths  for  the  district  proper,  20  males  and  11  females,  to  which  must 
be  added  1  male  and  1  female  resident  who  died  outside  the  District, 
making  the  nett  deaths  33,  21  males  and  12  females,  giving  a  death  rate 
of  9.02  per  1,000,  in  1919  it  was  11.7  per  1,000.  There  was  only  1  death 
in  a  child  under  1  year,  the  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  being  20  per  1,000 
births,  last  year  it  was  69  per  1,000  births. 

There  were  no  uncertified  deaths. 

Three  deaths  resulted  from  Tuberculosis,  giving  a  rate  of  0.82  per 
1,000,  in  1919  it  was  1.14  per  1,000.  There  were  no  deaths  from  the 
principal  Zymotic  diseases.

Fewston  School  was  closed  owing  to  measles  from  April  16th  to  May 
7th,  and  from  May  7th  to  May  31st. 

Pool  School  was  closed  from  May  19th  to  June  14th  owing  to  an 
extensive  outbreak  of  measles. 


There  have  been  no  other  epidemics  of  infectious  disease  to  report. 
Immediately  Notifications  of  Infectious  Diseases  are  received,  the  infected 
houses  are  visited  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  and  if  necessary,  by  myself. 
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The  premises  are  carefully  inspected,  and  every  eliort  made  to  trace  the 
source  of  infection.  •  Absolute  isolation  and  segregation  of  all  contacts 
demanded,  failing  which,  removal  to  the  Isolation  Hospital  urged.  Sug¬ 
gestions  are  made  to  prevent  the  spread  of  the  infection,  and  at  the  ter¬ 
mination  of  the  case,  careful  disinfection  of  the  dwelling  is  carried  out. 
In  the  case  of  Diphtheria  antitoxin  is  supplied  gratis  in  necessitous  cases.

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  lay  before  you  my  Report  on  the  health  and  sanitary 
condition  of  the  Southern  Division  of  the  District  for  the  year  1920, 
being  the  thirty-second  Annual  Report  I  have  had  the  honour  of  sub¬ 
mitting. 

The  geological  formation  of  the  district  is  limestone  associated  with 
millstone  grit  and  sandstone,  it  is  hilly  and  well  wooded.  With  the 
exception  of  Adel  and  Menston,  which  are  residential  districts,  the 
population  is  mostly  engaged  in  agriculture  and  the  factories  of  neigh¬ 
bouring  towns. 

Work  in  all  trades  was  exceptionally  good,  and  much  above  the 
average.  There  was  no  want  in  spite  of  the  great  increase  in  the  cost 
of  commodities. 

The  early  monthly  temperature  was  exceptionally  mild  with  high 
winds  in  January,  a  beautiful  fine  March  and  very  wet  April,  the  summer 
months  very  wet,  interfering  seriously  with  the  ingathering  of  the 
harvest,  and  summer  weather  during  Christmas  week. 

The  area  of  the  district  is  13,285  acres,  the  population  including 
the  Institutions  as  shewn  by  the  1911  census  5,849,  and  that  of  the 
district  proper  3,737.  The  estimated  population  of  the  district  proper 
for  1919  was  4,030,  and  that  for  1920,  4,140.  The  assessable  rateable 
value  is  ^39,51 1 . 

There  are  six  Public  Elementary  Schools,  and  the  following  Public 
Institutions  : — the  West  Riding  Asylum,  Menston,  the  Wharfedale 
Union  Joint  Isolation  Hospital,  Menston,  and  the  Cookridge  Conva¬ 
lescent  Hospitals  in  the  Adel-cum-Eccup  Township. 

During  the  year  there  were  registered  56  births,  23  males  and  33 
females,  giving  a  rate  of  13.52  per  thousand,  against  11.41  for  last  year. 

First  quarter  11,  second  13,  third  19,  fourth  13. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  occurring  in  the  district  was  205,  98 
males  and  107  females,  of  which  168,  73  males  and  95  females  occurred 
in  the  Asylum,  Menston  ;  5  males  in  the  Isolation  Hospital,  and  4, 

2  males  and  2  females  in  the  Cookridge  Hospitals,  leaving  28,  18  males 
and  10  females  for  the  district  proper.  To  these  are  to  be  added  4, 

3  males  and  1  female,  which  occurred  outside  the  district  but  belonging 
thereto,  and  deducted  2  females  occurring  in  the  district  but  not 
belonging  thereto.  The  nett  number  of  deaths  thus  becomes  30,  21 
males  and  9  females,  giving  a  rate  of  7.24  per  thousand,  against  13.39 
for  last  year. 

First  quarter  6,  second  11,  third  8,  fourth  5. 

Of  deaths  due  to  the  chief  epidemic  diseases  in  the  district  proper 
there  were  none.  Two  deaths  from  Typhoid  Fever  occurred  in  the 
Asylum . 

The  number  of  deaths  of  children  under  one  year  of  age  was  3,  giving 
an  Infantile  Mortality  per  1,000  births  of  53.5,  against  86.9  for  last 
year. 

Two  deaths  occurred  from  Phthisis,  giving  a  rate  of  0.48  per 
thousand  against  0.74  for  last  year. 

Four  of  the  deaths  were  respectively  78,  76,  70,  83. 

One  death  was  suicidal,  a  young  man  of  Bramhope  by  hanging.

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Twelve  cases  of  notifiable  diseases  were  reported  from  the  District 
Proper  against  18  last  year,  viz. :  Scarlet  Fever  2,  Diphtheria  3,  Typhoid 
Fever  1,  Erysipelas  3,  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  1,  Phthisis  1,  Pneumonia 
1.  Measles  ceased  to  be  notifiable  as  from  1st  January,  1920.  The 
following  cases  were  notified  from  Menston  Asylum  :  Pneumonia  1, 
Erysipelas  6,  Typhoid  Fever  7,  Phthisis  29,  Other  Tubercular  Disease  2, 
Colitis  2,  Dysentery  12,  Diphtheria  1.  Two  cases  of  Erysipelas  occurred 
in  the  Cookridge  Hospitals.  Three  cases  of  Diphtheria,  2  of  Scarlet 
Fever  and  1  of  Typhoid  Fever  were  removed  to  Hospital.

Measles. 

The  Adel  School  was  closed  from  January  8th  till  the  26th  by  the 
County  Education  Authority.  The  Bramhope  School  from  February 
7th  till  the  23rd  on  my  recommendation.  In  each  case  the  Sunday 
Schools  were  also  closed  for  a  similar  period  by  the  courtesy  of  the 
Superintendents  ;  this  also  applied  in  the  case  of  the  Menston  Sunday 
Schools  for  three  weeks  in  July,  when  the  Elementary  School  was  up 
for  the  Summer  Vacation.  No  deaths  occurred. 

Whooping  Cough. 

On  June  8th  the  Eccup  School  was  closed  till  the  28th,  and  on 
August  19th  till  September  6th  the  Infant  Department  of  the  Menston 
School.  No  deaths  occurred. 


Mumps. 

A  slight  outbreak  occurred  in  Menston  during  March.

Scarlet  Fever.  . 

Two  cases  were  reported  against  two  last  year.  The  first  occurred 
April  28th  in  the  Esholt  Township,  where  the  boy  arrived  the  day  previous 
from  an  inland  Health  Resort :  the  second,  December  7th  in  Dicks 
Garth  Road,  Menston.  Both  were  removed  to  Plospital. 

Diphtheria. 

Three  cases  were  reported  against  one  last  year.  The  first  occurred 
January  19th  in  East  Parade,  Menston,  the  second  August  15th  in 
Walker’s  Buildings,  Menston,  and  the  third  October  31st,  St.  John's 
Park,  Menston,  contracted  outside  the  District,  all  were  removed  to 
Hospital.  One  case  occurred  in  the  Menston  Asylum.

Typhoid  Fever. 

One  case  occurred  in  Menston  on  February  15th,  contracted  outside 
the  District  and  removed  to  Hospital.  The  last  previous  case  in  the 
District  Proper  was  reported  March  18th,  1918.  Seven  cases  occurred 
in  the  Menston  Asylum. 

It  is  most  gratifying  to  record  the  small  number  of  cases  of  Infectious 
Diseases  reported  year  after  year.  In  the  District  Proper  the  total 
number  of  cases  notified  during  the  last  four  years  of  Scarlet  Fever  was 
15,  Diphtheria  6,  Typhoid  Fever  3. 

Tubercular  Disease. 

Thirty  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  and  2  of  Non-Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis  were  reported  against  37  and  3  respectively  last  year. 
Thirty-one  of  these  occurred  in  the  Asylum.  All  houses  affected  are 
visited  and  a  record  kept  of  the  number  of  inmates  and  rooms,  water 
supply,  ventilation  and  sanitary  arrangements,  leaflets  of  instruction 
are  provided,  and  in  case  of  death  or  removal,  the  rooms  disinfected. 
Provision  is  made  by  the  County  Council  for  the  treatment  of  such  cases 
in  Sanatoria,  and  insured  persons  are  supplied  with  extra  nourishment, 
etc.,  by  the  Local  Insurance  Committee.  A  Dispensary  with  two  beds 
for  observation  ha§  been  established  at  Otley,  with  a  staff  of  one  Tuber¬ 
culosis  Officer  arid  two  Nurses. 

No  cases  of  Tuberculosis  in  cattle  were  reported.  Arrangements 
are  made  for  the  inspection  of  suspicious  cattle  by  Veterinary  Surgeons. 

Immediately  on  receipt  of  notification  of  Infectious  Disease, 

including  Tuberculosis,  the  infected  houses  are  visited  by  the  Inspector 

and  myself,  and  the  use  of  the  Isolation  Hospital  offered.  Enquiries 

are  made  as  to  the  probable  source  of  infection,  and  an  inspection  made 

of  the  sanitary  accommodation,  water  supply  and  condition  of  the 

houses.  If  the  case  is  treated  at  home,  it  is  seen  that  efficient  isolation 

'  , 

is  available,  and  the  remaining  members  of  the  household  are  requested 
not  to  attend  places  of  worship  or  other  public  gatherings,  children  being 
withdrawn  from  the  Day  and  Sunday  Schools. -  At  the  termination  of 
the  case  or  on  removal  to  Hospital  the  rooms  are  disinfected  by  the 
Inspector.  In  the  case  of  Diphtheria,  anti-toxin  is  supplied  free  of 
charge  in  necessitous  cases.

Adel-eum-Eceup.  The  houses  in  this  district  are  scattered,  the 
outlying  farms  and  the  Cookridge  Hospitals  have  private  supplies. 
The  hamlet  of  Eccup  has  a  common  supply.  Certain  houses  at  New 
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Adel  have  not  a  supply  within  a  reasonable  distance  (140  yards),  there 
is  a  standpipe  connected  with  the  Leeds  Mains,  but  at  such  a  distance 
from  the  houses  as  not  to  constitute  an  efficient  supply,  and  further, 
owing  to  want  of  pressure  is  not  constant.  Ten  houses  and  farms  at 
Cookridge  are  without  a  satisfactory  supply. 

Alwoodley.  Of  the  75  houses,  44  are  on  the  Public  Supply,  the 
outlying  houses  and  farms  having  private  ones. 

Bramhope.  The  supply  is  from  spring  water  collected  in  a  reservoir 
supplemented  by  a  second  small  reservoir  which  was  constructed  in 
1902.  There  is  an  elevated  tank  in  the  village,  supplied  from  a  deep 
well  near  the  railway  tunnel,  and  unless  careful  attention  is  given  to  the 
pumping  in  order  to  keep  it  full,  there  is  not  sufficient  pressure  to  reach 
the  houses  on  the  higher  ground.  The  works  are  in  private  ownership, 
but  the  question  of  the  Council  taking  them  over  is  under  consideration. 

Carlton.  For  East  and  West  Carlton  a  very  satisfactory  supply 
was  provided  by  the  owner  of  the  estate  some  years  ago,  a  spring  in  York- 
gate  being  utilised  and  the  water  piped  to  each  house.  Additional 
provision  has  been  made  for  the  supply  of  the  Manor  House.  For  the 
houses  at  Moorside  a  supply  is  also  provided  by  the  owner  of  the  estate. 

Esholt.  The  supply  to  this  village  is  from  the  mains  of  the  Yeadon 
Water  Company,  whose  gathering  ground  is  Rombalds  Moor.  The 
water  is  plumbo-solvent,  but  is  treated  before  distribution .  The  Keeper’s 
House  and  three  cottages  on  the  Island,  Esholt  Springs,  the  property 
of  the  Bradford  City  Council,  are  without  an  efficient  supply. 

Hawksworth.  The  supply  is  from  a  spring,  the  water  being  laid 
on  to  the  houses  by  the  owner  of  the  estate,  supplemented  from  the 
mains  of  the  Yeadon  Water  Company,  which  pass  through  the  village. 
The  Hall  and  Golf  House  are  supplied  from  this  source. 

Menston.  The  works  are  in  the  hands  of  the  Council,  the  gathering 
ground  being  the  Moor,  there  are  also  deep  springs.  The  reservoir  is 
on  the  edge  of  the  Moor.  In  case  of  need  an  augmented  supply  is  obtained 
from  the  Burley  Works.  The  County  Asylum  is  supplied  by  pumping 
from  a  deep  well  on  the  estate.  Under  Parliamentary  Powers  obtained 
in  1916  by  the  Yeadon  Water  Company,  provision  is  made  for  a  further 
supply  to  the  Asylum  by  that  Company.  During  the  year  an  addition 
of  some  40  acres  of  gathering  ground  has  been  purchased  to  augment 
the  village  supply.

The  open  middens  are  in  connection  with  the  outlying  farm  houses. 
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Adel-cum-Eeeup.  The  Township  comprises  an  area  of  4,809  acres, 
with  199  houses,  which  are  very  scattered.  The  sewage  is  disposed  of 
either  by  being  discharged  directly  on  to  land  or  into  cesspools,  the 
overflow  from  which,  in  some  cases,  discharges  into  streams.  A  scheme 
for  the  disposal  of  the  sewage  by  entry  into  the  sewers  of  »the  Leeds 
City  Council  was  submitted  to,  and  sanctioned  by  the  Local  Government. 
Board  in  1912.  Owing  to  the  sudden  increase  in  the  cost  of  labour  and 
materials  a  further  loan  was  necessary  ;  this  was  granted.  The  contracts 
were  let  and  the  work  commenced,  but  owing  to  financial  questions 
through  the  outbreak  of  hostilities  the  work  was  suspended  for  a  time, 
then  it  was  decided  to  resume  operations  in  order  to  complete  the  drainage 
of  one  area  of  the  district.  This  was  done,  but  until  the  extension  of  the 
Leeds  Sewers  which  are  to  receive  the  sewage  is  undertaken,  no  connections 
can  be  made,  this  work  is  at  present  in  abeyance.  The  sewage  of  the 
Cookridge  Hospitals  is  dealt  with  in  septic  tanks  in  the  grounds. 

Alwoodley.  The  sewage  is  partly  dealt  with  on  land  or  gardens 
adjoining  the  houses.  Until  the  present  year  that  of  17  houses  was 
collected  in  a  settling  tank,  the  overflow  being  discharged  on  to  land, 
but  the  results  were  not  satisfactory,  the  owner  of  the  estate  has  during 
the  year  completed  a  scheme  dealing  with  sewage  of  some  32  houses, 
which  up  to  the  present  has  proved  efficient. 

Brambope.  The  village  area  of  the  Township  is  efficiently  sewered 
with  sanitary  socketed  pipes  which  are  ventilated,  the  sewage  being 
dealt  with  by  broad  irrigation  before  discharging  into  the  stream.  A 
scheme  for  the  treatment  of  thirteen  houses  at  Bramhope  Moor  was 
completed  in  1913,  all  have  been  connected. 

Carlton.  Sewage  from  the  houses  at  East  Carlton  is  dealt  with 
by  a  very  satisfactory  scheme  provided  by  the  owner  of  the  estate. 
It  is  run  into  a  tank  of  breeze,  the  effluent  being  innocuous,  that  of  the 
Manor  House  is  dealt  with  in  a  similar  manner. 

Esholt.  The  village  is  sewered  by  sanitary  socketed  pipes  which 
are  ventilated.  The  sewage  is  dealt  with  by  intermittent  downward 
filtration  before  being  discharged  into  the  river. 

Hawksworth.  The  village  is  efficiently  sewered,  the  sewage  being 
discharged  into  a  settling  tank  and  the  overflow  on  to  land.  The  cost 
of  the  scheme  was  borne  by  the  owner  of  the  estate. 

Menston.  The  village  is  efficiently  sewered  by  sanitary  socketed 
pipes  which  are  ventilated.  The  sewage  is  dealt  with  jointly  with  that 
of  the  Burley  Urban  Council  by  intermittent  downward  filtration  previous 
to  being  discharged  into  the  river. 

The  only  Townships  in  which  the  scavenging  is  systematically  dealt 
with  are  Adel  and  Menston,  where  it  is  contracted  for.  In  the  remainder 
the  contents  of  the  middens  are  removed  by  the  local  farmers  and  used 
as  manure. 

Rivers  Pollution. 

With  the  exception  of  the  Township  of  Adel-cum-Eccup,  no  pollution 
occurs,  and  as  previously  referred  to,  a  scheme  for  the  sewerage  and 
treatment  of  the  sewage  of  the  district  has  already  received  the  sanction 
of  the  Board.  Part  of  the  work  has  been  completed.

Housing  and  Town  Planning  Act,  1909. 

Of  the  986  houses  in  the  district  470  are  of  the  value  of  ^16  or  under. 
They  are,  with  few  exceptions,  substantially  built  of  stone,  dry,  well 
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lighted  and  drained.  The  inspection  was  commenced  during  the  later 
months  of  1910,  30  were  dealt  with  during  1911,  105  during  1912,  91 
during  1913,  71  during  1914,  and  5  during  1915. 

Sanitary  Work. 

At  the  close  of  1919  five  nuisances  remained  to  be  dealt  with,  7 
weie  leported  during  1920,  10  have  been  abated  and  2  remain  to  be  dealt 
with.  At  the  New  Inn  and  cottages  adjoining  in  the  Eccup  Township, 
the  sewage  was  found  to  back  up  into  the  houses  owing  to  the  want  of 
fall  in  the  drain  ;  this  has  been  remedied.  An  offensive  nuisance  at  Gros- 
venor  Crescent,  Menston,  from  the  keeping  of  poultry  has  been  dealt 
with.  Blocked  drains  at  South  View  and  behind  the  Menston  Arms, 
Menston,  have  been  relieved.  Overflow  of  sewage  at  St.  Leonard's 
Farm,  Esholt,  has  been  abated.  At  Walker's  Buildings,  Menston,  six 
closets  are  to  be  converted  into  water-closets,  and  four  reconstructed 
and  fit  up  with,  water  disposal.  A  satisfactory  sewage  disposal  scheme 
for  certain  houses  at  Alwoodley  has  been  completed  during  the  vear. 
On  December  6th  owing  to  the  representation  of  H.M.  Inspector  of 
Factories,  Mr.  Slater  and  myself  inspected  Cookridge  Mills,  respecting 
the  means  of  escape  in  case  of  fire  and  these  we  found  not  to  be  sufficient. 
Last  year  I  had  occasion  to  report  on  the  blocking  of  the  main  drains 
at  the  National  Children's  Home,  Bramhope,  owing  to  the  want  of  fall. 
Mr.  Morley,  Architect,  writes  under  date  15th  December,  1920  : — “  The 
main  drains  have  been  relaid  and  are  working  properly.  We  hope  to  have 
a  much  improved  flush  when  our  new  water  tower  is  completed,  which  is 
now  in  progress.  We  have  also  bored  a  new  well  and  are  installing  a  more 
powerful  engine  so  that  the  water  supply  will  be  ample  for  all  purposes.” 

I  wish  here  to  place  on  record  my  appreciation  of  the  services 
rendeied  to  the  Council  and  myself  by  Mr.  Morfitt,  our  Sanitary  Inspector, 
during  the  thirty- two  years  I  have  had  the  privilege  of  being  associated 
with  him,  and  who  died  late  in  the  year.

I  he  dimensions  of  all  the  Workshops  with  the  number  of  employees 
are  registered,  they  have  been  inspected  during  the  year  and  found  to  be 
in  the  following  condition  as  regards —

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Air  Space. — Equal  to  250  cubic  feet  for  day  work  and*  400  for 
overtime. 

Ventilation. — Satisfactory. 

Drainage  of  Floors. — The  only  floors  liable  to  be  wet  are  the  Black¬ 
smiths,  they  have  satisfactory  floors. 

Sanitary  Accommodation. — Efficient. 

There  is  one  underground  Bakehouse  which  is  registered. 

Appended  are  Tables  I.,  II.,  III.,  IV.  and  Form  572  of  the  Factory 
and  Workshops  Act,  1901 .  A  copy  of  that  portion  of  the  Report  dealing 
with  the  Factory  and  Workshops  Act  and  Form  572  were  sent  to  the 
Home  Office  on  January  1st,  1921,  as  required.
